CATHOLIC priest would shock 

everybody should he call Vat- 
ican City ‘Mell’s Half Acre.” 
Isaiah shocked his fellow citizens 
by calling Jerusalem ‘Sodom and 
Gomorrah,’’ Those cities were the 
worst places the Hebrews had ever 
heard of. 


They were so bad the Lord 
had to destroy them by fire— 
not 10 good people could be 
found there. The prophet fol- 
lows up that first shock by an- 
other, Every single expression 
of organized religion comes 
under the prophet’s lash. 


Sacrifices and offerings (v.11), 
attendance at the sanctuary, ob- 
servance of the Sabbath and other 
holy days (v. 13), church gather- 
ings, corresponding to our rallies 
and conventions (vy. 13), even 
prayers (v. 15), 

Put that into modern terms: at- 
tendance at church, Bible ‘reading, 
tithing, praying—if that is all, then 
all is no good. It may be religion, 
and of course it is one kind of 


religion; but not the kind God 
wants. 

Indeed, Isaiah says God 
hates it; he is “fed up” with it 
(vs. 11). What was wrong? 
Isaiah tells them that, too, in 
short simple words. ‘Your 


hands are full of blocd.” 

Oh, the people would protest, 
we are not killers, we don’t lay a 
hand on anybody. Isaiah goes on 
to explain: seek judgment (i.e. 
justice), relieve the oppressed, 
judge the fatherless, plead for the 
widow, 

You don't kill outright, you 
churchgoers, he would say, but 
you are so indifferent to justice 
in your city, you take so little in- 
terest in the people at the bottom 
of the heap, that people die here, 
widows and orphans die, simply 
because no one cares.

What Makes a Town 
Worth Saving? 

LAS, nobody did care, One 

hundred and more years went 

by, and Jerusalem came close to 
its end. But nobody thought that 
disaster could strike. The belief 
had grown in every. one’s mind 
that the Temple of the Lord would 
forever insure the safety of the 
city in which it stood. 

But a young prophet, Jere- 
miah, preached a sermon on 
the same theme as Isaiah's 
(Jer. 7) It is not the temple 
that will save you} it is not 
church attendance that will 
bring you the favor of God, 

As the men of Jerusalem looked 
back to the great days of Moses, 
they thought of the sacrifices and 
offerings, the tabernacle and the 
rituals and all the pageantry and 
paraphernalia of a _ picturesque 
religion, as the great thing that 
God had given them. 

But God remembered 
wise. Jeremiah even says (with 
understandable exaggeration) that 
God had not said a word about 
sacrifices and offerings; the Ten 
Commandments, with all they im 
plied, were the main thing. 

What God looks for, back of all 
our church attendance and Bible 
reading, is ‘‘justice between a man 
and his neighbor.'’’ A place where 
that can be found is a good place.

Flooding Texas Areas 


HOUSTON, TEX.—Canadian oil 
boom get-rich-quick schemes are 
moving across the international 
border by mail, telegraph and tele- 
phone. 

Better business bureaus report 
receiving numerous complaints and 
inquiries on Canadian oil stock so- 
licitations. Few are found to be 
legitimate. Few hold sound claims 
to oil leases, to say nothing of oil 
itself. 

Predicted immediate investment 
returns range as high as $40 for 
each $1 sent across the border. 

Mail order promotion of Canadian 
oil stocks flooded two Texas cities 
—Houston and Dallas—whose resi- 
dents had their fill of bogus stocks 
in the old Texas boom days. 


A Toronto, Canada, company 
mailed promotion literature and 
application blanks in wholesale 


fashion. 

Commented C. Edward Buehner, 
manager of the Houston better 
business bureau: 

“They seemed to have mailed to 
everyone in the city directory. 
Practically everyone in our office 
received the letters.” 

Mr. Buehner has accumulated a 
bulky file on fake Canadian stock 
promotions dating back to days 
when there was wild speculation 
on Canada’s gold mines. The recent 
rich oil strike in Alberta province 
apparently has caused many of the 
mail order speculators to switch to 
oil.

As Puzzling Figure 
After 2,500 Years 


NEW  YORK,—Confucius, 
garded by many as the pee 
philosophers through the

held by others to be more confusing 


than he is enlightening. 


Pretty soon now it will be 2,500 


years since his birth. In all 
time scholars haven't found 
what he really was 
arguing about it, 


that

Sure is that he was a key figure of 


world history, and he has been 
called about every good and bad 
word in the dictionary, 

Most of the experts say his birth- 
day was (translated into modern 
calendar) August 27, 551 B, C., 
Others say it happened in the mid- 
dle of the next winter. Or maybe 
the year before. 

His parents were either distin- 
guished nobility, which occasioned 
“spirit maidens’ and dragons to 
hover at his birth, or they were 
nobodies. No one knows their names 
and Confucius himself let out that 
he came of humble origin. (His 
name is just the Latinized form of 
a Chinese phrase meaning K’ang 
the master; K'ang was the family 
name.) - 

Somehow (you take your pick 
again on details) he set up as a 
teacher on government and politics, 
For the rest of his life he was busy 
others how to get good 
jobs with the feudal lords who had 
Split China into an endless and con- 


stantly warring assortment of petty | 


States, 

Apparently Confucius couldn't 
learn the know-how of hanging on- 
to a job himself. Again the scholars 


argue, Some say he became even 
| prime minister and minister of 
crime in his native state of Lu.

is now Shantung province in north 
China). Other researchers 
after digging into earlier records 
that he may have been given some 
fancy titles but no real authority. 

H. G. Creel, associate professor 
at the University of Chicago and 
author of the new biography ‘'Con- 
fucius, The Man And The Myth” 
(John Day) says he died believing 
himself a failure who would be 
forgotten. 


VA Would Glamp Curbs 
On Fly-By-Night School 
WASHINGTON, — The Veter- 
ans administration wants curbs 
on the enrollment of veterans 
in ‘fly-by-night’ proprietary 
schools said to be mushrooming 
in unemployed areas. 
If this isn’t done ‘taxpayers 
are going to be bled white,” 
says H, V. Stirling, the man 


who runs the vast GI bill educa- 
tion program, 

Stirling says 1,400 new pro- 
prietary schools teaching every- 
thing from business administra- 
tion to paper hanging have 


sprung up in the last year, con- 
centrating in areas where vet- 
erans can’t get jobs. 

If something isn’t done about 
it, he says, 1,000,000 veterans 
will be enrolled in these schools 
by next January. 

Stirling has no quarrel with 
long - established proprietary 
schools or many of the newer 
ones. 

But he says the cost of send- 
ing one veteran through a one- 
year course at a fly-by-night 
school teaching house: painting, 
for ‘example, might cost $1,02! 
in tuition and “consumable sup- 
plies’’ for which VA would pay.

Found Sufficient 
For human Needs 


ITHACA, N. Y.—According to re- 
sults of a survey conducted at Cor- 
nell university's animal husbandry 
laboratory, a diet of milk only may 
be sufficient to sustain healthy 
human life. 

The nothin g-but-milk-for-a-life- 
time experiment was tried on white 
rats. They were compared with an 
equal number of white rats fed the 
best ordinary diet. Milk lacks cop- 
per, iron, manganese, and iodine. 
These minerals were added to the 
diet of the milk-fed rats, 

Have No Cancer 

The rats on milk have lived as 
long as those on other food. The 
survivors’ ages now are equiva- 
lent to the 80's and 90's in humans. 
Dr. Olive M. McCay, who conducted 
the experiments, says: 

“These studies permit two con- 
clusions. First, that mineralized 
milk can serve as the sole article 
of diet from weaning to death. 
Second, the milk of the cow is not 
injurious when fed throughout life 
to a strange species, such as the 
rat,” 

Man, who drinks cow’s milk, is 
also a strange species, It is notable 
in the milk-fed rats that they had 
no more cancer, no more hardening 
of arteries, or other diseases, than 
rats on ordinary food. This ordinary 
food was the diet that man eats. 

The first practical result of these 
experiments is milk bread, baked 
at Cornell and sold in Ithaca. This 
bread is also made by a few com- 
mercial bakers and by mental hos- 
pitals for their patients. Milk bread 
is not in any way a treatment for | 
insanity. It is more nutritious than 
the bread that most mental hos- 
pitals have been able to afford. It 
made with low-cost, dried 
skimmed milk, The advantage in 
the mental hospitals is that their 
aged patients eat lots of bread. 

Animals Like Milk 

“One question that has been ‘de- 
bated for centuries,’’ says Dr. Mc- 
Cay, “concerns milk as_ suitable 
food for grown people. Many 
feel that milk is not a good food 
for the adult. 

“I suppose this feeling starts 
from our knowledge that every ani- 
mal stops nursing and eats the 
food of its parents. Have you ever

‘Dumb Animals’ Are 
Anything But Dumb 
In Survival Battle 


NEW YORK.—Three animals, 
generally thought of as ‘‘dumb ani- 
mals’ are proving to be anything 
but dumb as they continue to thrive 
amidst the perils of civilization and 
the danger always inherent in the 
presence of man. 

These ‘‘dumb” 
ently have developed a trait which 
many people find it impossible to 
develop—the faculty of getting 
along with mankind. The success 
of the animals seems to point up 
these requirements if you're to get 
along with men: 

Be sly, smart, fast, 

Or wear a coat of mail, 
quick to go underground, 

Or be shy and bashful, 
out of man’s way. 

These might be the secrets of suc- 
cess stories told by three strikingly 


animals appar- 


secretive. 
and be 


and keep 


ting along with man so well that 
they are extending their range in 
the United States. 

This trio is the coyote, armadillo, 
and whitetailed deer. It’s not only 
a matter of their habits, but cir- 
cumstances which make them suc- 
cessful while so many other animals 
face danger of extinction, says Dr. 
Harold E. Anthony, curator of the 
department of mammals, Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History. 

Smart is the coyote. Originally 
it lived in the open country of the 
west, But now it has worked east 
to Ohio, and north into Alaska, It’s 
even found east of Ohio, but got 
there largely through free rides 
from man. Coyote pups make good 
pets, but later may escape their 
owners, or be turned loose, 

‘Unlike the wolf, the coyote 
seems to thrive near civilization,” 
Dr. Anthony said. ‘It is well able 
to take care of itself, learns how 
to avoid traps and can be so secre- 
tive that few are aware of its pres- 
ence, Although constantly hunted, 
trapped and poisoned, the coyote 
appears to be holding its own over 
much of its range, even though it 
is becoming rare in some sections.” 

Wolves battle the coyote, too, par- 
ticularly in the north, But the coy- 
ote usually gets out of the way, 
through cleverness or speed,
